A National meeting of the NKKKK was held at Tucker, 
Georgia, on June 18, 1966, at 8:00 p.m. Five member Klan 
organizations were present. The meeting amounted to a general 
discussion of the new Civil Rights Act which was then before 
Congress and a discussion of the inactivity of the Klan due to 
members being scared by the FBI and the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. JAMES R. VENABLE played a tape of a 
talk made by a Negro in Chicago, Illinois, at the same meeting 
at which VENABLE spoke about four weeks ago. The Negro said 
he had been in the hands of the Klan three times and the Klan 
had protected him from his own people. The Negro also said 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
and the demonstrations and marches are communist inspired. 
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The meeting ended about 10:30 p.m. on June 18, 1966, and 
reconvened on June 19, 1966, at 8:45 a.m. JAMES R. VENABLE 
made a motion that the unpaid past-dues of all member Klans 
be suspended. The motion was passed. VENABLE stated that 
as soon as they get the funds to operate on he is going to 
start a newspaper that will cover Klan activities all over the 
United States. He said that newspaper will cost each Klansman 
$10 to $12 a year. VENABLE stated that the newspapers in the 
North give Klan organizations good publicity but newspapers in 
the South smear the Klan name. At the meeting, $40 in dues 
was collected. 



On September 3, 1966, the NKKKK held its annual 
National Klan Day rally in a field adjacent to Stone Mountain 
at Stone Mountain, Georgia.

The September 5, 1966, edition of the "Atlanta 
Journal and Constitution," a newspaper of general circulation 
published in Atlanta, Georgia, contained an article on page 15 
reflecting that a rally sponsored by the NKKKK was held at 
Stone Mountain, Georgia, and the article carried a photograph 
of three burning crosses with three robed and hooded Klansmen 
facing the burning crosses. 

Officers of the NKKKK held a meeting on September 4, 
1966, at the Memorial Motel, Stone Mountain, Georgia. The 
meeting was presided over by JAMES R. VENABLE, Imperial 
Wizard. The main topic of discussion was the possibility 
of holding a rally in Chicago, Illinois, which would be the 
beginning of an attempt to organize in the Chicago area. 

They decided a rally should be held in Chicago within the 
next six months but no date or site were selected for the 
meeting. JAMES R. VENABLE agreed that if the Chicago rally 
could be set up he would go to Chicago and be the main speaker 
and would hold a press conference in Chicago in order to get 
maximum publicity for the Klan.

Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of 
Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; 
Association of South Carolina Klans, South Carolina; Dixie Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Hyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting at Atlanta, 
Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North Carolina and Texas 
Klans were not represented, it was resolved and passed that their 
name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan.
